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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the prior art beam 
splitter constitutes a "folding mirror" which is excluded from the claimed combination. However, "beam splitter" and "folding mirror" are 
two terms of art which mean different things. A "beam splitter" provides for selective reflection or transmission of part of a beam, i.e. the 
beam is "split", whereas a folding mirror simply folds or redirects a beam, usually to make the optical path more compact. Accordingly, 
the final rejection is still deemed to be valid. 
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
